Entries on the subject of health predominate in this annual index to volume 27 (May 1993—April 
1994) of the CLearINGHOUsE Review. Undoubtedly this reflects a national concern in a year when 
opportunities to get on a developing information superhighway also have enabled advocates to 
press their views more actively and before increasingly wider audiences. 


In the last year the National Clearinghouse for Legal Services itself and its resources have become 
more accessible than ever with two more electronic addresses (CompuServe and Internet in 
addition to HandsNet). In turn the Clearinghouse can tap information even more quickly, too. 

For its publication, information gathering, and research activities the Clearinghouse, also in the last 
year, has converted to an open computer network—allowing it flexibly to use software and 
hardware from different sources. 


This index is the first one to be prepared entirely on the new system. Putting entries under the 
appropriate headings and sorting them all can now be accomplished in a flash. We are pleased to 
be in a better position than ever to continue putting out this annual publication. 


But this is not all. We suggest that for comprehensive research into our case files and articles and 
columns you consult not only this index but also the cumulative index to volumes 1-17, the annual 
index to each of volumes 18-26, and the Legal Services Corporation data base maintained on the 
Westlaw computer system. In addition you may ask us for free library assistance and EFR (elec- 
tronic file room) searches of our internal data base. We invite suggestions or comments on ways to 
improve the annual index.

This index is divided into two parts: (1) articles and 
columns and (2) case developments and advance sheet 
highlights. Part one is indexed by author and by topic. 
Part two is indexed by topic and by case name (case 
table). 


The author index to the articles and columns lists 
articles and columns by author name. The topical 
index to the articles and columns lists them by topic,® 
cites the author’s name,@ and presents a short sum- 
mary of each article and column.® 


The topical index to the case developments and 
advance sheet highlights classifies all cases reported in 
the “case developments” and “advance sheet high- 
lights” sections of the CLEARINGHOUSE Review into subject 
categories. The see and see also references found under 
most headings further direct the reader to alternative or 
related subjects.@ Under each major heading are 
subtopics in increasing order of specification.® 


The case table lists alphabetically the names of the 
cases reported in the “case developments” and “ad- 
vance sheet highlights” sections of the Review. Case 
citations, if any, or the dates of decision are shown 
with the most recent citation last.@ Most eniries have a 
Clearinghouse number in brackets (refer to this 
number when requesting copies of pleadings or 
abstracts of cases from the National Clearinghouse for 
Legal Services).@
